Because the Terminal Disclaimer over U.S. Patent No. 7,217,530 filed herewith 
overcomes the other two rejections, this provisional double patenting rejection is the only 
rejection remaining. Thus, because this application has an earlier filing date than the two 
cited copending Applications, Applicants respectfully request that this provisional rejection 
be withdrawn, and the application be allowed to issue. See MPEP §804(I)(B)(1).
